This Foundation is built of farm 
produced materials. 
It is erected 
by farm labor. 
There is no debt against it. 
No 
one can file any claim against it. 
In the territory where these Let­ 
ters circulate, there are many one- 
crop, and a few Life-At-Home farm ­ 
ers. 
The one-crop fellows have been 
crop mortgage borrowers and slowly 
losing out until about 75 r' of them 
are tenants. 
Nearly all the Live-At- 
Home farmers get along without a 
crop mortgage and 83% of those 
heard from own their homes free of 
incumbrance. 
The difference is great. 
It is worthy of note that most 
farmers who won prizes in the coun­ 
ty or state contests in 1926 wmre on 
a 
Live-At-Home 
Foundation 
. In 
many of the contests being planned 
for 1927, only farm ers of the Live- 
At Home kind will be permitted to 
enter. 
Good Live-At-Home farmers are 
finding their bankers ready with ac­ 
commodations, but one-crop farmers 
are finding credit more restricted, 
ard sometimes refused, a* least this 
is the case in an increasing number 
of localities. 
When marketing questions arise, 
Living-At-Home is of great assist­ 
ance. 
In the first place, everything 
that the farm er raises and uses is 
kept completely off the market'— it 
is neither bought nor sold, and there 
if no question about either a low. 
h-gh or any other price. 
In a word, 
there 
isn’t 
any 
market 
questions 
about a hat the farm er grows for his 
own use. 
If it be said that this is 
a small item, the reply is that on a 
I Si basis, we are not raising enough 
cotton to meet it, and further that 
it about equals 35 per cent of the 
biggest crop T< xas ever produced. 
In the second place, the Live-At- 
Home farm er Is free from store bills 
and crop mortgages, and his living 
expenses have been met, so his money 
crop is free from loans and no human 
can force him to sell. 
He does not 
need syndicate or any other kind of 
aid to carry his money crop. 
He 
stands squarely on his own feet and 
awaits a suitable market. 
If farmers 
generally were in this position, it 
would add millions of dollars to the 
selling value of money crops. 
These statements apply to living 
expenses only. 
And if the farm er’s 
living came from his farm instead of 
from supply houses, the crop mort­ 
gage would die an unlamented death, 
anil farmers would become depositors 
instead of borrowers. 
Nor is it too 
much to say that in a few years 
enough money would accumulate in 
a community to take care of private 
and public improvements and start 
industries.

Twenty-four gold Honor Medals, 
the highest award of the Boy Scouts 
of America, and seventy certificates 
of heroism were presented during 
1926, to Boy Scouts who risked their 
own lives to save others. 
One boy 
made the supreme sacrifice and the 
honor medal was sent to his parents. 
The number of honor medals grant­ 
ed 
established a new 
record, the 
greatest previous number having been 
twenty-two 
in 
1925. 
Since 
the 
founding of the Scout Movement only 
93 hbnor medals have been granted. 
Altogether, in the same period, there 
have been 12*16 awards for life sav­ 
ing. 
The pages of the record of the 
National Court of Honor through 
which these presentations are made 
are filled with stories of bravery, 
gallantry, and self-sacrifice by boys 
in their 'teens. 
All but three of 
the 1926 rescues were from drown­ 
ing.’ 
The Scout whose life was lost is 
Verne Louis Fontaine, sixteen years 
old, of

California,

drowning two

himself.

“ Take care of your leather equip­ 
ment at all times but especially dur­ 
ing 
the 
wet 
winter 
and 
spring 
months.," is the recommendation of 
the leather experts of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
Farmers are 
the largest users of leather and they 
are vitally concerned in lengthening 
its life. 
Harness, for instance, of 
the proper weight and grade for 
the work required, should last 15 to 
25 years if it is not allowed to become 
hard or harsh hut is kept smooth 
and flexible by frequent washing and 
oiling, and has been known to last 
IO years.
